INDIANA'S CAPITAL ! 


The Doings and Gossip at the Beeent 
Seat of Legislative War 
and Wind. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , 
March 22.—The in- 
spector has completed the examination 
of the books of Postmaster Douglass at 
Plainfield, and finds the shortage in ex- 
cess of $300, with the accounts in bad 
condition. 
It looks as if Douglass per- 
mitted the books to take care of them- 
selves, while he looked after the money. 
His whereabouts are still unknown. 


The committee in charge of the Col- 
fax monument project still need about 
$400 to complete the fund. 
All the de- 
tails for the unveiling will be reported 
at the general meeting on the 31st inst,, 
and all the cantons of patriarchs militant 
will be invited to join in the ceremonies. 
Invitations will also be extended to 
every subordinate lodge, encampment 
and Bebekah degree lodge in the state. 


The friends of Will English assert 
that he conferred with the officers of the 
National Order of Elks prior to his de- 
parture for Europe and that his position 
as supreme exalted ruler is simply being 
temporarily filled by Dr. Leach, of 
Washington, who is the next officer in 
rank. 
Under the revised rules of the 
order, the places of the absentees can 
not be filled permanently save by a 
called convention, and not then except 
on the submission and trial of conclu- 
sive charges. 


Attorney General Michener will go to 
Jeffersonville to further investigate ex- 
Warden Howard's affairs and he will al- 
so file amended complaints in the suits 
already brought against Howard and 
his bondsmen. The Clark county grand 
jury will meet next week and the prose- 
cuting attorney has ^ready been fur- 
nished with the necessary evidence to 
have indictments brought against How- 
ard. 


One of the state officers says that with 
the relief afforded the state treasury by 
the loan of $330,000 to pay the annual 
interest, the state's indebtedness can be 
very well maintained, even without ap- 
propriation. 
There will be bnongh 
money accumulated in the general fund 
to finish the state house and insane hos- 
pitals, although not to furnish and op- 
erate the latter. 
Purdue university is 
left without funds, but it has an income 
from interest amounting to $17,000 an- 
nually, which will keep it running. 
Enough monej can be obtained from 
the soldiers' monument association to 
do the preliminary work on the monu- 
ment, and if it should be necessary to 
exercise the greatest economy, it will 
not be necessary to finish the state 
house at present. The gentleman quot- 
ed thinks the state will get along very 
well in the next two years. 


CARDINAI^GIBBONS. 


A Dinner to the Head of the American 
Church-Bishop Keane* of Rich- 
mond, On «St Patrick 
and the Irish 
Nation.»* 


B o m k , March 21.—Cardinal Gibbons 
was tendered a dinner Sunday at the 
American college. Besides many of the 
American residents there 
were also 
present Cardinal Taschereau, Cardinal 
Schiaffino, Cardinal Mertel, the new 
French cardinals. Bev. Dr. D. J. O'Con- 
nell, Monsignor Eirby, of the Irish col- 
lege, ;and others. 
Congratulatory ad- 
dressees 
were 
made 
by 
Cardi- 
nal 
Schiaffino 
and 
several 
of 
t^e 
other 
cardinals, 
to 
which 
Cardinal Gibbons replied in 
Latin, 
French and English, 
thanking 
the 
speakers for their good wishes. In con- 
clusion he toasted the pope and referred 
to the great love for his holiness among 
the Catholics in America. Cardinal Ma- 
sella was absent on account of the con- 
secration of Monsignor Hother as bish- 
op. 


Cardinal Gibbons will celebrate pon- 
tifical high mass at the American col- 
lege on Easter Sunday morning. 


Bishop Eeane, of Richmond, deliv- 
ered a magnificent panegyric on St. Pat- 
rick at the church St Isidore. 


Bishop Eeane compared the early 
glories of Christian Ireland to the trans- 
figuration of Christ on the Mount, and 
her after persecution and suffering to 
the journey to Calvary. 
He drew a 
powmful picture of Ireland's condition 
as the light and teacher of the nations of 
Europe, her children reaching even to 
the gates of Bome itself. He described 
the destruction of Ireland's church, the 
closing of her schools, the oppression of 
her people. From this treading of the 
wine, press uncounted Messings were to 


flow to the world. 
Once the instruc- 
tress of nations, Ireland was now held 
np to scorn and mockery as foolish and 
ignorant 
As Christ was despised and 
the most abject of men, a man of sor- 
rows and acquainted with infirmity, so 
was 
Ireland. 
God permitted the 
mightiest 
empire 
in 
the 
world, 
the Boman, to crucify his son, and so 
was Ireland crucified by the mightiest 
empire that has existed since the days of 
Augustus. 
From her crucifiction her 
love has gone to the ends of the earth to 
plant the cross of Christ and has built 
up His>hurch evervwhere. 
Jesus lay 
three days in the tomb, which was 
sealed with the seal of Csesar and the 
synagogue. 
When Easter came he 
arose in gloxy. 
Ireland's Easter is at 
hand, after three centuries of entomb- 
ment 
The first brightness was Catho- 
lic emancipation, and it has since been 
slowly but steadily expanding. Life has 
been returning to that mangled form 
swathed in grave-clothes. Already the 
trumpet of the Lord is proclaming: "It 
is Easter mom." Vandals deny it, de- 
claring: *'There is 
no resurrection;" 
"she has not risen;" "there is no life 
in her;" "they have stolen her from 
the tomb while we slept" But, although 
the same mistery of the cross prevails. 
He who has led her to labor and the 
t<nnb will just as surely lead her to the 
new light. God is just to nations. The 
hour of retribution must come. Erin's 
crown of reward will be one of joy. Gk)d 
forbid she should ever have ambition to 
be anything but what God has destined 
her to be. We ask for her liberty—not 
the false liberty which mistaken ones of 
other nations ask, where they complain 
of the law, seeking anarchy and license; 
but freedom for impartisl justice, for 
the growth for which God has fitted her, 
for the peace that she has sought—not 
the grim peace of blood with which na- 
tions delude themselves, but the peace 
of the Lord, like that majestic forgive- 
ness that was granted even to perfidious 
Jerusalem. We ask 
prosperity—not 
the mock prosperity of hardhearted 
wealth, hovering over festering want 
bnt fire, clothing against nakedness, 
comfort, instead of the hard, grinding, 
deba^g suffering and persecution of 
past centuries.

Still I think it is one of the great at- 
tractions of American women in London 
that they do speak unlike English women. 
For myself I vastly prefer the English 
voice, 
accent and pronunciation. It 
is not so slovenly as our speech. 
Much as I admire my countrpp^omen— 
and I am very proud of their intelli- 
gence, beauty, wit and style of dress— 
I must say they could improve their 
pronunciation by studying 
tiie 
Eng-r. 
lish. In listening to Mrs. James Brown 
Potter's recitation of "How they brought 
the good news from Ghent" Hamilton 
Aide said to me: "You have no idea how 
the Yankee accent affects me."

Why should there not be in connection 
with this exhibition a commission ap- 
pointed to tost all foods and their prepa- 
ration? No cookery book gotten up by an 
individual can give recipes all of which 
would be of the very best. 
That is a 
matter for literally hundreds of thousands 
of experiments. 
This commission should 
examine famous cooks and should have 
the wholesoraeness of every dish thor- 
oughly canvassed. Its labors would throw 
a world of light on the kind of diets best 
fit for invalids. It is, curious that the 
human race should have been so long on 
this planet and should have made no or- 
ganized effort to discover the most whole- 
some foods or how they coTild best be pre- 
pared . —Demorest' s Monthly. 


Gold in Crystal«.
